OVERLAND TO THE PACIFIC. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 3-, 1883. 


Desiring to visit .the Pacific coast and 


a general tour through the far West, w 
joined the Raymond excursion party anc 
left Philadelphia on the afternoon 
April 19th by the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing, Lehigh Valley, and Great Western 
Division of the Grand Trunk railroad, in 
five elegant sleeping and drawing room 
cars, arriving in Chicago on Saturday 
morning, where we remained over til 
Monday morning. Our railroad experi- 
ences over the latter roads, were as pleas- 
ant at could be desired, nothing occurring 
to war the general enjoyment of the trip 
by the whole company of 112 ladies and 
gentlemen. 
Leaving Chicago at 11 A.M. 


by the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Railway in special train of Pullman draw- 
ing room cars, with one of their elegant 
dining room caw attached, we were soon 
speeding our way over the great State of 
If inois, passing through the cities and 
towns of Joliet, Ottawa, La'SAlle, and 
other populous places lying along the line 
of this road. Large and prosperous com- 
munities have arisen where a recent gen- 
eration disputed the right of way with 
the savage. At Rock Island, a handsome 
city of 12,000 inhabitants, we reach the 
great natural outlet of the West, the Mis- 
sissippi river. 
Just across the latter 


stands her sister city of Davenport, with 
a population of 21.000, with every evi- 
depceof being a busy manufacturing city. 
In passing through Illinois, Iowa and Mis- 
souri we are impressed with their enor- 
mous agricultural facilities for raising all 
the necessary serials, for supplying the 
world with their surplus. Kansas City is 
.reached at an early hour on Tuesday. 
Our stay is somewhat limited, having only 
sufficient time to eo through the principal 
streets, but saw eno'ugh to convince us 
that it has had a most wonderful growth, 
being informed'it has attained its present 
population of 05,000 in less than twenty 
years. 


.At Kansas City we take the Atchison, 


Topeka and Santa Fe road to Pueblo, 
crossing the Colorado State line 486 miles 
from Kansas City. The eastern section 
of Kansas, through which we parsed, ap- 
peared to be pretty thickly settled and 
largely devoted to the growth of wheat 
and corn, of which the yield is represented 
to bd enormous. The western section, 
with adjoining parts of Colorado, are said 
to be well adapted for stock raising . but 
the tourist in travelling through the west- 
ern part of Kansas, along the line of the 
road for about 200 miles, is much disap- 
pointed. 
Instead of waving fields of 


grain and grass, as in the Eastern part of 
the State, nothing is seen but a vast sandy, 
sterile plain overgrown with sage and 
cactus, with scarcely any water or any- 
thing else to make it an inviting abode 
for anybody.

In March, 1876, the French Minister 


of Justice issued an order for the founda- 
tion of a library of foreign law, and a 
committee was appointed to select the 
volumes. The library was installed in a 
spacious gallery in the Ministry of Jus- 
tice, and librarians competent to converse 
in several European languages were pro- 
vided. The first object was to collect 
the whole body of civilized law, but the 
committee were also furnished with funds 
to translate into French the chief civil 
and crintinal codes of the world, and to 
provide these with adequate commenta- 
ries. The library is free to all comers. 
The committee's report just published 
shows that the German commercial and 
criminal codes have been translated, an- 
notated, and published, and that the 
Russian code of judicial organization, the 
penal code of Holland, and the funda- 
mental charters and Constitutions of the 
United States are in the press. 
Portions 


of the codes of Austria, Germany, Port- 
ugal, Hungary, the United States, and 
the Argentine Republic are ready, and 
will be sent.to the printer within a 
month or so, as well as a careful digest of 
European jurisprudence affecting literary 
and artistic copyright, patents, and trade 
marks.

We take the 


Denver and Rio Grande Railroad via 
Manitou, '\ fine watering place at the 
base of Pike's Peak. This resort is much 
frequented by invalids, who imbibe its 
health-giving 
waters 
from 
numerous 


springs at convenient distances from the 
hotels. 
Our objective point was the sum- 


mit of Pike's Peak, and n number of our 
party of ladies and gentlemen essayed to 
do it up the trail on horseback, but was 
forced to abandon it in consequence of 
the amount of snow. 


Denver City, or the Queen City of the 


Plains, as it is called, is the outgrowth of 
the Pike's Peak gold excitement of 1858 
and '59. At that time it was said to be 
a small straggling camp consisting princi- 
pally of log huts and tents; now it is 
represented to have a population of 60,000 
people. 
Its streets ars regularly am 


handsomely laid out; its public and busi 
ness edifices and private residences are 
elegant and substantial; schools, churches 
newspapers, &c., abound. 
In 
short 


Denver has every sign of thrift, enter 
prise, wealth and progress. 


Our visit to the mining towns of Black 


Hawk and Central City, seeing the differ- 
ent manipulations by which the different 
kinds of ore are treated, was of much in- 
terest to us. We passed through Clear 
Creek Canon, the walls of which rise 
almost vertically to the height of from one 
to three thousand feet. 
The scenery on 


every side is of the grandest description 
In the construction of the Denver anc 
Rio Grande road along this and other 
canons and mountains of Colorado, the 
most wonderful feats of engineering have 
been successfully accomplished. 
It is 


stated that in some of the deep gorges 
and canons like the Royal George, a 
canon of the Arkansas, traversed by this 
remarkable road, access could only be 
had at first by Jetting men and beasts ol 
burthen down their ; ock walls by ropes, a 
thousand feet or more. The Horse Shoe 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad, above Al- 
toona, has been considered the greatest ol 
engineering triumphs, but after seeing 
the Mule Slioe curves, Veta Pass, and 
numerous others, it will appear very tame 
indeed. After doing the mining towns 
of Durango, Silverton and some smaller 
towns we proceed to Los Vegas and Amar- 
go. Near the latter town is an Indian 
reservation of Apaches. We had a good 
opportunity of seeing the noble red man 
in all his natural simplicity and degrada- 
tion. About one thousand of them amused 
us by going through their savage Indian 
orgies, shooting their arrows, and showing 
us how dexterously they could ride their 
horses and throw the lasso. It would 
seem that there could be little hope for 
the moral elevation of the Indian so long 
as the government continues to encourage 
them in idleness by paying out to them 
money and rations, thus enabling them to 
live a precarious life of vagabondism and 
general immorality. 


We pass on to the ancient city of Santa 


Fe, where we are very kindly permitted 
to spend three days. Here many of the 
characteristics of Mexican life can be 
seen. The old buildings are constructed 
of adobe, in the regular Mexican style. 
The stranger is amused to see the number 
of buryos,a diminutive kind of donkey,that 
•re made the chief carrier of burthens, 


which is one of the attractions of the 
stranger,'has been the seat of government 
for the last 250 years; having been occu- 
pied by Spanish governors in early days; 
it is now used as the seat of the Terri- 
torial government. 
A part of the ancient 


edifice shelters the present popular Gov- 
ernor, Hon. L. A. Sheldon and his family. 
The old San Miguel church is supposed to 
be the oldest church in America, having 
a recorded history as far back as 1680. 
There are many other objects of interest 
for the tourist in this antiquated city. 
An American can hardly realize that he 
is not in a foreign country instead of the 
United States. 


We are again on the cars of the Atchi- 


son, Topeka and Santa Fa road, driving 
along the banks of the Rio Grande, ever 
passing many ranches or settlements of 
Mexicans and Pueblo Indians. We were 
much amused at the primitive agricultural 
implements that ore used : wooden plows, 
and very clumsy carts, with heavy solid 
wooden wheels, and many other (what 
seemed to us) antiquated things, may be 
seen. 
Denning is reached where we 


change cars again to the Southern Pacific 
road, which carries us through to San 
Francisco. 
Perhaps we have not seen 


anything more barren or sterile in all our 
:ravels than what we witnessed in passing 
through Arizonia. There appears to be 
nothing but a boundless sandy desert, 
covered with sage and very large cactus— 
;he latter growing to the height of UO and 
40 feet—looking like sentries, covering 
he plain as far as the eye can penetrate. 
Che thousands of prairie dogs, and an 
occasional Jack Rabbit, are about the only 
things thai seem to relieve the monotony 
if the passengers. 


We reach Los Angelos on the evening 


in the second day from Santa Fe. 
The 


'Id portion of the town is irregularly 
milt of adobe, and still possesses many 
Spanish characteristics, but there 
are 


many handsome residences and business 
tructures, where the chief thoroughfares 
have all the bustle and business aativity 
of a much larger city. It is emphatically 
a town of groves and gardens; within 
its limits and surrounding it for miles, 
large vineyards and orange orchards, and 
groves of almost every kind of tropical 
fruits and nuts, grow in the most lux- 
urient abundance. 
The most elegant 


flowers embower the houses, making the 
air fragrant with their perfume, and seem 
to grow without much care and attention. 
There are many delightful drives in and 
around the city. The country around 
Los Angelos and in the valley of Santa 
Clara, near San Jose, in Southern Cali- 
fornia, are said to be the greatest fruit 
producing places in the world. 


As we approach San Francisco we are 


struck with the beautiful scenery sur- 
rounding its noble bay, with its large 
steam and sailing vessels laying at an- 
chor. The population of the city seem 
to be largely made up foreigners. 
One 


may walk through French, Spanish, Chi- 
nese, German, Italian and Mexican colo- 
nies, and for a dozen squares scarcely 
hear an English word spoken.

At daybreak 
the minister who had advised this cession 
was summoned by Bonaparte to read dis- 
patches from London, that moment re- 
ceived, and which certainly foreshadowed 
war, as the English were making military 
and naval preparations with extraordinary 
rapidity. 
After reading the dispatches 


the First Consul said : 


"Irresolution and deliberation are no 


longer in season. I renounce Louisiana. 
It is not only New Orleans that I will 
cede, it is the whole colony without res- 
ervation. I know the value of what I 
abandon. 
I renounce it with the gravest 


regret. 
To attempt obstinately to retain 


it would be folly ; I direct you'to ne«oti- 
ate this affair with tho envoys of" the 
Ueited States.

Louis Napoleon embodied the substance 


of these viewsinhis "IdeesNnpoleoiincs;" 
and sixty years after the First Consul 
spoke the words quoted, his nephew be- 
lieved the time had come, and the Mexi- 
can invasion, based on the assumed de- 
struction of the American Union, was 
undertaken. 
The destruction which fol- 


lowed was not of the Union, but of the 
unhappy Austrian prince who represented 
bis policy, and later of the Emperor him- 
self. 


tending for a prize which was held by the 
greatest military power in Kurope and 
whose possession was coveted by tho 
greatest naval power in the world, Mr. 
Jefferson, through his chosen and trusted 
agents, so conducted his important nego- 
tiations that the ambition of the United 
States was successfully interposed be- 
tween the necessities of one power and 
tho aggressive designs of tho other. 
Ready to side with either of those great 
powers against the other for the advan- 
tage of his own country ; not underrating 
tho dangers of war, and yet ready to en- 
gage in it for the control of the great 
water-way to the Gulf—tho President 
made the greatest conquest ever achieved 
without antecedent war, and at a cost ,(o 
small that the total sum expended for the 
entire territory does not equal the reve- 
nue which has since been collected on its 
soil in a single month in time of great 
public peril. The country thus acquired 
forms to-day the states of 
Louisiana, 


Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, Kan»ai. Ne- 
braska, Minnesota, west of the Missis- 
sippi ; Colorado, north of the Arkansas: 
and Oregon, besides the Indian Territory 
and the territories of Dakota, Wyoming, 
Montana, Idaho and Washington. 


This coup d'etat of the First Consul 


was an overwhelming surprise and disap- 
pointment to the English Government. 
Bonaparte was right in assuming that 
prompt action on his part was necessary 
to save Louisiana from the hands of the 
English. Twelvo days after the treaty 
ceding Louisiana to the United States 
was signed, the British ambassador at 
Paris, Lord Whitworth, demanded his 
passports. At Dover he met the French 
ambassador to England, General An- 
drenssy, who had likewise demanded bis 
passports. Lord Whitworth loaded Gen- 
eral Andreassy with tokens of esteem and 
conducted him to the ship which was to 
bear him back to France. 
According to 


an eminent historian, "the two ambassa- 
dors, in the presence of a great concourse 
of people, appeared agitated, uneasy, sor- 
rowful. At the moment of so important a 
determination, the warlike passion sub- 
sided; and men were seized with a dread of 
tho consequences of u desperate conflict. 
At this solemn moment the two nations 
seemed to bid each other adieu, not to 
meet again till after a tremendous war 
and tho convulsion of the world." 


The consequences that would have fol- 


lowed England's acquisition of Louisiana 
must have proved in the highest degree 
embarrassing, if not disastrous, to the 
Union. 
. . 
. Had England seized 


Louisiana as Bonaparte feared, the Flor- 
idas, cut oft" from the other colonies of 
Spain, would probably bave fallen into her 
i.ondo b.T ^a«j ana prompt negotiation, 
as they did, a few years later, into the 
hands of the United States. 
England 


would thus have planted her colonies on 
thres land sides of the Union, and on the 
ocean sido her formidable navy con- 
fronted the young republic. 


^ No colonial acquisition ever made by 
England" on any continent would have 
proved so profitable to her commerce, 
and so strengthening to her military po- 
sition, as that of Louisiana. 
This fact 


was clearly seen by Bonaparte when be 
hastily made the treaty ceding it to the 
United States. That England did not 
attempt at once to seize it, in disregard 
of Bonaparte's cession, has been a source 
o( much surprise to many historians. The 
obvious reason was that the dreaded the 
complication of a war "in America when 
she was about to assume so heavy a bur- 
den in the impending European contest.

were six millions in number, of great 
energy and confidence, a largo portion 
accustomed to the sea, and able to send 
swarms of privateers to prey on British 
commerce.

earlier struggle with the mother country, 
and, acting in conjunction with France, 
could h.ive effectively maintained 
the 


contest. 
Considerations of this nature 


doubtless induced the Addington minis- 
try to acquiesce quietly in a treaty whose 
origin and whose nssumd results were in 
every way dististeful, and even offensive, 
to the British Government. 


Two days after this conversation Mr. 


Monroe opportunely arrived, and on the 
30th of April the treaty ceding Louisiana 
to the United States was formally signed 
and sealed. Mr. Monroe and Mr/Lmng- 
ston had no authority to negotiate for so 
vast on extent of territory; 
but the 


former was fully possessed of President 
Jefferson's views, and felt assured that 
his instructions would have been ample if 
the condition of France had been foreseen 
when he sailed from America. Commu- 
nication with Washington was impossible. 
Under the most favorable circumstances 
an answer could not be expected in less 
than three months; and by that time 
British ships would probab'ly bold the 
riouths of the Mississippi and the flag of 
3t. George would wave over New Orleans. 
Messrs. Monroe and Livingston realized 
;hat hesitation would be fatal; and they 
joldly took the responsibility of purchas- 
ing a teritory of unknown and almost un- 
imited dimensions and of pledging the 
credit of the Govern/nent for a sum 
which, rated by the ability to pay, was 
arger than a similar pledge to-day for 


hundred millions of dollars. 
The 


irice agreed upon was eleven million two 
lundred and fifty thousand dollars in six 
>er cent. United States bonds, the inter- 
est of which was made payable in London, 
Amsterdam and Paris, and the principal 
at the treasury in Washington in sums ol 
.hree millions per annum, beginning 
fifteen years after the "bonds wera is- 
sued. 


In a separate treaty made the same 


day, the United States agreed to pay 
twenty million francs additional, to be 
applied *by France to the satisfaction of 
certain claims owed to American citizens. 
Thus the total cost of Louisiana was 
eighty millions of francs, or, in round 


umbers, fiftaen millions of dollars. 
It seems at this day scarcely creditable 


hat the acquisition of Louisiana by Jef- 
ferson was denounced with a bitterness 
ill-passing the partisan rancor with which 
bis generation is familiar.

EDITOR GAZJ.TTE :—Although at thi 


season it is supposed there is nothing t 
write about from the Capital, and tli 
ver.icious Washington correspondent 
allowed a vacation to rest his giant mind 
I hive been intending for several week 
to tmd time to send a few jottings that 
imagined Bristol people would not fine 
altogether uninteresting. Some six year 
ago or longer, I attempted, after a firs 
visit here, to describe some of the strik 
ing features of Washington. What I 
then wrote I do not remember, except 
that I was nn enthusiastic admirer o; 
neatly every new thing I sawj excepl 
possibly new Congressmen. 


Strange as it may seem, after severe 


visits and taking up my residence here, ] 
find tny enthusiasm unabated, although 
the thermometer 
at" ninety is apt to 


weaken all the faith, hope and charity one 
may possess, and extinguish all enthu- 
siasm. 


From the middle of May until the 


flowers fade and the trees put off their 
autumnal coats of many colors, Washing- 
ton is a most beautiful city. Its glory is 
its tiees, its flowers, its fountains and its 
grent wide streets and avenues. There 
is plenty of breathing room, and it may 
be this is why the temperature is lower 
here in summer than in Philadelphia, 
Visitors to the Capital in the winter find 
the social world attractive, and have op- 
portunities to see and hear distinguished 
men from all parts of the country, but 
they miss the external beauty of the city, 
which is now at its height. 
We are hav- 


ing n peaceful war of the roses, each part 
of the city trying to outvie the other in 
the profuseness and variety of its floral 
displ iy. No wonder flowers ore so cheap. 
In the markets, during the blooming 
•eason, as large and handsome a bouquet 
as could be desired may be bought for 
twenty-five cents, and often less. 


Within the past month it has been a 


pleasant break in the routine of business 
to enjoy several drives to the Soldiers' 
Homo, one of the most delightful places 
imaginable at this season. The grounds 
are spacious, the roadway broad and 
smooth, and nearly the whole time the 
way 19 through avenues of over-arching 
trees.

DUKES SHOT BY YOtIKO NUTT. 


UNION-TOWN, Penn., Jrifle 13.—The 


slayer ot Captain Nutt is himself slain 
and no* lies in the sar > room in the 
hotel la which the tragedy of December 
24 was enacted. The slayer is this time 
James Nutt, Captain Nutt.'s eldest son, 
who is now in jail. 


The news of the second awful tragedy 


came upon the community like a thunder- 
clap. 
It was the work of but an instant. 


Just as dusk was drawing on this evening, 
and many persons were passing along the 
streets, the sound of five pistol shots rang 
out on the air in the direction of the 
post office. 
In a moment every one was 


running to the scene and the word quickly 
flashed from mouth to mouth and ear to 
ear that Dukes was dead. The excited 
crowd gathered around the Post Office 
and there on the floor lay the inanimate 
body of the man whose deeds had cast a 
shadow over the whole of Fayette County. 
The work was done so quickly and so 
puzzling was its effect upon those* who 
witnessed it that it was difficult for a 
time to obtain the correct story 


Officers "Frank" Pegg, George B. 


Hutchinson, Alfred Collins and others 
who saw the occurence, described it as 
follows. 


James Nult was standing against a 


post inside of a room that joins the post 
office, and fronts on the main street. 
The room was until lately occupied as a 
drug store and the front was taken out, 
it being now fitted up as an office for the 
First National Bank. 
While Nutt was in 


this position Dukes came down the street 
from the direction of the Jennings 
Hotel, walking briskly, with a cane under 
his arm. Just as he turned the corner 
toward the post office door young Nutt 
stepped outside, and, as the hands of the 
clock pointed five minutes past 8, he 
pulled a revolver and fired two shots in 
rapid succession. 
Dukes looked around 


and started to run into the post office 
door, whereupon Nutt fired again and 
followed in close pursuit. Just as Dukes 
got inside the post office his assailant 
raised his arm again, and two more shots 
sounded on the cars of the 
bystanders. 


As they entered the body of Dukes, he 
fell heavily 10 me floor on his face. 


In an instant E. A. Lingo rushed into 


the ofiice and stooped down to pick him 
up. Dukes tried to say something, but 
could only gasp, and in i moment he was 
dead. 
By this time Officer Pegg reached 


voting Nutt and laid his band upon his 


arm. 
The latter struggled fiercely to 


free himself, but when he discovered it 
was an officer 
he quietly yielded and 


was taken to jail. 
Duke's body wus re- 


moved to his room at the hotel where 
Coroner Sturgeon impanelled a jury, con- 
sisting of A. J. Gilmore, foreman, and 
William H. Miller, Dr. L. S. Gaddis, W. 
L. Ilobinsou, George C. Marshall and* 
John Dawson. No testimony was taken, 
owing to the difficulty of getting witness- 
es, and the inquest was adjourned till to- 
morrow morning nt 9 o'clock. 


On examination of Duke's body it was 


found that three balls entered his hack 
near thu side, under the left arm, and

All three entered within 


two or three inches of each other. Duke's 
old pistol, with which he killed Captain 
Nutt, was found on him as was also a 
villanous looking 'dirk knife.

Account of HI* Indian Expedition. 


INTERESTING NARRATIVE OF A PEKILOtTB 


EXPEDITION—A LARQE NUMBER 


OF CAPTIVES. 


The following dispatch from General 


Crook has been received at military 
headquarters at San Francisco, Cal. . 


SILVER CREEK, Arizona, twelve miles- 


north of the boundary, via. Tombstone.— 
Left here May 1, with 193 Apache scout* 
under Captain Crawford. 
Got Liauten- 


ants Wood and MacUney, with Captain 
Chaffe's company of forty-two men of the 
Sixth Cavalry, and rations for two months 
on mules, and followed the hostiles. 
The 


Chiracahua country is of indescribable 
roughness, and a number of mules lost 
their footing, and stepping from the trail 
fell down precipices and were- killed. 
The stronghold of the Chiracahuas is in 
the very heart of the Sierra Madres. The 
position is finely watered, and there is a 
dense growth of timber and plenty of 
grass. They had been camped near the 
head of the Bavispe, occupying prominent 
elevated peaks, affording a fine lookout 
for miles and reuderSng surprise almost 
impossible, and their retreats were made 
secure through the rough adjacent can- 
yons. 
Captain Crawford, with Indian 


scouts, early on the morning of May 15, 
surprised the village of Chata, the chief 
who led the recent raid into Arizona and 
New Mexico. 
The fight lasted all day 


and the village was wiped out. The 
damage cannot be estimated. A number 
of dead bodies were found, but the inde- 
scribable roughness of the country pre- 
vented a count beirlg made. 
The entire 


camp with the stock and everything be- 
longing to it was captured. 
It was 


learned from the prisoners taken that the 
Chiracahuas were unanimous for peace, 
and that they had already sent two mes- 
sengers to try to reach San Carlos. On 
the 18th they began to surrender. 
They 


and their people were much frightened by 
our sudden appearance in their fastness 
and had scattered like quail. They asked 
me to remain until they could gather all 
their bands together, when they would go 
back to the reservation. By the terms 
of the treaty my operations were limited 
to the time of the fight. I told the Chir- 
acahuas to gather up their women and 
children without delay. They answered 
that they could not get them to respond 
to the signals, the fugitives fearing that 
they might be sent by our Apache scouts 
to entrap them. 
They told us that they 


had a white boy who was in the village 
and jumped by our scouts. 
He had run 


off with the squaws who had escaped, and 
who had not yet been heard from. They 
assured me every one of the band should 
come in if I would remain a short time, 
but the terms of the treaty embarrassed 
me greatly, and being in that rough reg- 


ion, 
with rations rapidly disappearing, 


there being between three and four hun- 
dred Chiracahuas to feed, I was compelled 
to return with the Chiracahuas. We 
found six Mexican captives, five women 
and one child, taken in Chihuahua, early 
in May. They are now with the com- 
mand. These women say they were cap- 
tured near the Mexican Central Railroad, 
at a place called Carmen. They '—Mmr

Every- 


one in thi. country is t liking about the 
huge strawberry field, and every child 
and darki y is picking the fruit. 
The 


latter come in swarms, reminding one of 
large flocks of blackbirds. They consider 
it a kind of picnic and at the same time 
make it very profitable 
Sambo and 


Dinah go swinging along, hand in hand , 
mid by their frequent yahhahs are evi- 
dently cnj >ying themselves in the highest 
degiee. 
Uiiuh usually brings in the 


most qtiai ts and does not seem to exert 
herself more than Sambo. 
A close ob- 


seiver will notice that all the berries that 
the latter picks do not always go into his 
own, basket. 
The coaxing smile over the 


way accounts for this. 
Mr. Samuels in- 


forms me that at his two places, one here 
>nd one at Malesus, Term,, ho had 525 
bands 
picking yesterday and shipped 


10,000 quirts of berries. " 


lie has 14 packing houses, each 15 


feet square', with two narrow doors on one 
side just wide enough to admit one per- 
son at a time, a bench two feet wide, 
running the length of the house, faces 
these doors and is just far enough from 
the wall between the doors to let one 
person at a 
time pass through. The 


picker parses in at one door and out at 
the other, thus avoiding collision. There 
is a wider door at the back of the house, 
through w hich the wagonman takes the 
fruit. 
The fruit is received on the bench 


in quart boxes, packed in cases, set back 
on a nailing bench, the tops are nailed 
on, marked and it is ready for shipping. 
No one gets in another's way. A boss or 
superintendent looks after 50 hands to 
see that they keep the row assigned to 
them, pick the iruit clean and see that 
it is at thj proper stage of maturity for 
shipping. 


The most novel feature, and one that 


may benefit some of your readers, is a 
plan adopted by Mr. Samuete to keep a 
correct 
tally of the amount of fruit 


picked by each picker. The usual plan 
of giving a ticket for each quart, he 
claims, has many objections, where one is 
in the business extensively. 
He has a 


card four inches in length by one and a 
half inches wide, on which a number of 
figures are printed to represent quarts, 
with smaller figures below giving the 
sum of all above. The larger figures are 
punched out with a punch like a railroad 
conductor's, as the berries arc brought in. 
A man stands nt one of the packing 
house doors for this purpose and punches 
out numbers, representing the quarts 
picked, attends to the berries and gives 
instructions about picking. 
This re- 


quires an experienced man, and one who 
is thoroughly honest, as it is easy to 
punch out figures representing more than 
is brought in by some favorite. Experi- 
enced men from several States assist. 
The pickers are paid by the quart, and 
some oft! em make $2.50 a day, and it 
takes a pretty good sum daily to pay 
them off. It is necessary for the payee 
to have hi > change all ready, and it takes 
but a moment's glance at a ticket to see 
what is due on each one. 
It is quite 


amusing to notirje the broad smiles of 
.satisfaction on the darky's face when he 
comes up for his pay and receives bis 
portion fiom the large stock..ctf bright 
silver pieces. An attempt was made a 
few -days ago to make an even change" io 
pennies ;v but the darkies made ,a*big 
kick against1 receiving* *' Brass '-t«<ftrt$, " 
ind it had to be discontinued. 
Not one 


in 500 knew what the pieces were. North 
they would think this' very strange.—

THE HEW WEALTH, 


There may be nothing in the Wall 


street rumor that George Gould, the son 
of Mr. Jay Gould, has gone to London to 
put on the market there a large block of 
Western Union stock. It is true, how- 
ever, that the great operator has in his 
yauug foil a faithful agent and a pretty 
apt and docile pupil, whom he can make 
useful to him in his financial enterprises 
in various ways. 


This young fellow is only recently out 


of school, and throughout bis boyhood 
he has enjoyed all the advantages and 
suffered from all the temptations of the 
son of a very rich man—a man whose 
wealth is equaled by that of very few in 
the world. Yet as soon as his beard 
begins to grow, we find him at work in 
Wall street very much as if he was a 
young bicker with his fortune still to 
make. According to all the indications, 
Gould the son, is likely to follow in the 
footsteps of his father, or to try to do it, 
with the advantage of starting out with 
vast accumulations to help him along, 
while the elder Gould at his age was ex- 
pending his energies on the invention of 
a mouse trap in order to make a little 
money. 


Thus we sec that the joungcr Gould, 


instead of being ruined by the money 
made for him, and falling into habits of 
sloth and dissipation, is stimulated by it 
to business activity. lie has been put 
into the traces early, is easy under the 
harness, and seems to be pretty well 
broken to steady work. 


Moreover, his case is not an excep- 


tional one. 
The fortune left by Commo- 


dore 
Vanderbilt has been greatly iir- 


creased by bis living son, and the sons of 
William II. Vanderhilt are also men of 
affairs, ambitious of making further ac- 
cumulations. 
The sons of many of the 


men who have made the largest fortunes 
during the last quarter of a century are 
so proceeding that it is manifest that they 
do not mean to let the money rust. They 
are steady business fellows, of good hab- 
its enough, and in many cases harder 
workers than thousands of young men 
who will inherit nothing. 


In former daj s in this country it was 


commonly assumed that the money gath- 
ered in one generation would be dissi- 
pated in the next, or if not so soon as 
thai, at least in the generation after. Of 
course there were conspicuous exceptions, 
but they were not frequent enough to 
prevent people's anticipating evil for the 
inheritors of a fortune. 
Hich men's sons 


were expected to turn out worthless fel- 
lows—spendthrifts, drunkards, and loaf- 
ers, or, if not as bad as that, incapable 
of managing their patrimony with pru- 
dence and skill. 
It is ruin to a boy to 


inherit a large fortune, was the common 
saying of old. 


Yet we see that the vast foi tunes which 


have been accumulated with unparalleled 
rapidity since the war—the very new and 
unprecedentedly 
great 
fortunes—are 


likely to bu pretty generally well cared 
for by their inhentois. ft is probably 
that they will be kept together, and even 
increased. 
A very rich man's son in 


New York is now scarcely more likely 
than any other young man to be a drunk- 
ard and a riotous liver. 


A considerable proportion of the inher- 


itois of fortunes may go to swell the rap- 
idly increasing class of men of leisure, 
but the very possession of wealth imposes 
on the majority the necessity of diligence 
in affairs. 
The very carp a large fortune 


i requires in these davs is likely to make- a 
man of business of its possessor 
Invest- 


ments must be changed, and to do that 
with prudence demands close attention 
to the subject, and thorough study of it. 
Some people even go so far as to argue 
that the corrective for the evil of too 
great accumulations in individual hands 
will be the intolerable burden such for- 
tunes will impose on their holders, who 
will have to wear themselves out to take 
care of them. 
Up to this time, however, 


we have not heard of anybody who has 
refused 
to accept an addition to Jiis 


wealth, no mitlor how rich he might be, 
or how enormous the new load, because 
the money would be too heavy a load for 
him to carrv. 


The 
dissipation 
of 
accurnmuUted 


wealth is also prevented in very many 
cases, both when the heirs are male as 
well as female, by trusteeing the money, 
and the class of rich men of leisure is 
chiefly made up of those who benefit by 
such trusts. Besides the preservation of 
wealth is more and more guarded by the 
selection of one trusted heir to inherit 
the great bulk of it, while the rest of the 
members of the family are provided for 
with a comparatively small part and that 
part, when there is doubt about their 
habits or their financial wisdom, is put in 
trust for them 


Of course the money must be event- 


ually distributed, unless the same care for 
its preservation is taken from generation 
to generation, but in very many cases 
self-protection will lead to the keeping 
up of such safeguards, and more espe- 
cially when the fortunes are well hus- 
banded and aie increased by prudent 
inheritors. The aptitude for the manage- 
ment and the acummnlation of money 
may be transmitted, and the older wealth 
grows the more skillfully may it be used 
and the more solidly invested. 
Besides a 


rich young fellow has more and more 
opportunities for finding congenial occu- 
pations which are not hurtful to him or 
damaging to his ability to manage his 
estate. 


In addition to the multitude of vast 


fortunes which have been made at the 
East and West in transportation and 
mining during the last twenty-five years, 
we shall have in the next century, in all 
probability, a far greater multitude, made 
out of western lands and in other ways. 
And the experience of this generation 
will teach the next how to keep and 
transmit its accumulations. The apti- 
tude for the management and preserva- 
tion of large fortunes, little cultivated in 
the past in this country, for we then had 
no considerable fortunes here to speak of, 
may thus be all the time extending and 
increasing. 


But the next century may have its own 


views respecting these vast accumulations 
of private property.—N. Y. Sun. 


Russia is making slow but sure progress 


in the construction of her railways. 
The 


lines are generally of some commercial 
or strategic value. They are constructed 
partly for economical purposes and partly 
in order to give work to the immense 
number of Russian engineers who are 
without employment, and who, together 
with the whole of the Russian press, have 
long been bitterly complaining of the 
concessions granted to foreigners. 
The 


Government has apparently decided to 
give the preference in future to Russian 
contractors, and, if the requisite capital 
cannot be obtained from private sources, 
to grant large subsidies.

There is no escape from the conviction 


that the habit of not going homo at nights 
prevails so universally among the girls of 
Harlem that some benevolent 
person, 


anxious to bring about a better state of 
things, is willing to pay a girl 
fifteen 


years of age if she will set the example of 
going home at night. Those who have 
read Dr. Dix's recent Lenten lectures, 
and have bad doubts as to the justice of 
the views therein expressed, can no 
longer find room for any doubts. 
The 


girls of Harlem have evidently become 
thoroughly undomesticated. 
Home has 


for them no pleasures. The sewing- 
machine cannot charm them with its 
seductive buzzing, the basket of stock- 
ings mutely pleading for the darning 
needle pleads in vain, and the floors that 
need sweeping will go unswept forever if 
they wait for Harlem girls to sweep them. 
The Harlem home may contain a mother, 
a stereoscope, or any other necessary 
feature of a home, but it has no attrac- 
tion strong enough to bring the girls back 
to it at night. 


How the Harlem girls spend thir time 


when awav from home is not jet ascer- 
tained. 
Dr. Dix would probably answer 


—were his opinion to be asked—that they 
stay away from home at night to enjoy 
the sinful pleasures of coeducation. This 
thought, however, is almost too painful to 
be entertained. 
If we have arrived at 


such a stage of demoralization that young 
girls rush out of the door the moment 
the dinner is over and spend the entire 
night in the orgies of coeducation, we 
may well despair of the future of the 
Republic. 
Let us comfort ourselves 


with the hope that the Harlem girls oc- 
cupy their evenings in discussions con- 
cerning clothes, for although clothes 
should not be the chief delight of women, 
they are nevertheless innocent in com- 
parison with Latin, Greek, mathematics, 
and other studies to which the advocates 
of coeducation would brutally expose our 
daughters and sisters. 


Probably the advertiser will succeed in 


finding some Harlem girl of the age of 15 
who will go home at night if she is well 
paid. 
It is not by such means, however, 


that society is to be reformed. 
There 


should be a public sentiment in Harlem 
strong enough to compel girls to stav at 
home at night, and the Harlem girls 
should be taught to regard home as their 
proper place. There is evidently room 
for a grand missionary enterprise in Har- 
lem, and if the advertiser in question will 
employ a few hundred young men to dis- 
tribute Dr. Dix's lectures in Harlem, and 
to labor for the reformation of the girls, 
the time may yet come when a Harlem 
girl can be induced to stay at home at 
night without being paid for so doing.
